The headlong tumble in Chicago corn yesterday 
afternoon served only to intensify tne bearish ideas 
of St. Louis operators. Some of them looked for 
corn to completely fall overboard this morning, or at 
any rate they hoped, but the most conservative be- 
lieved that the decline of yesterday was too large 
and sudden, and that a reaction should be looked for.

AMBER IN AMERICA. 


Foundat Martha’s Vineyard and on the 
New Jersey Coast. 
From the Philadeiphia Times. 

“Is amber found in this country?’ asked 
the reporter, 

“Yes, it occurs at Gay Head, Martha’s 
Vineyard, and at Canaden, N. J. In the latter 
piace, some years ago, several barrels were 
taken from the green sand, but burned by 
mistake, or rather through the ignorance of 
the fiaders. Atthe present day it finds its 
greatest value as an adjunct to the smoker's 
outfit, but in olden times it was considered 
a jewel, and worn as such. In an Irish tum- 
uiusa cup of amber has been fopnd that 
would bold half a piut. The Czar of Russia 
possesses a tea-set cut from amber biocks 
that are probably worth much more than 
treb e their weight in gold. 

“For commercial purposes the raw mate- 
riul is separated into different classes. The 
finest generally goes to Constantinople, there 
being made into mouthpieces. The next 
class, composed of smailer pieces, are made 
into beads. They find a lively sale abroad, 
but go off rather slow here. A set of amber 
jeweiry—pin and earrings—can be bought 
vely reasonabie here, but at preset there is 
no cali for it. Tbe low price is on account 
of there being no duty on it; curiously 
enough, it comes under the head of guin, and 
is admitted free. For the last year nearly 
$50,000 worth of it was imported, showin 
that there is some demand for it; Dut, as 
have said, it comes from smokers. ‘The deal- 
ers bere buy it by the weight; where 25 
pieces Make a pound itis $150, but where 
four pieces go to the pound it runs up to $50 
or $100, as the case may be. It has many 
eolors. Green is most valued, though others 
prefer black, that matches well with colored 
meerschaum. The real amber yellow, how- 
ever, brings the best price: the cloudy is 
pretty, but not so valuable.” 

“Are large pieces rare?” asked the re- 


“both rare and 
costly. Thereisa piece weighing eighteen 
pounds in the Berlin Museum, for which 
$1,000 was paid, and previous ww this $5,000 
was refused for a thirteen pound iump 
found in Prussia. The mines ali along the 
Baitic coast yield yearly about 300,000 
pounds, and some one has estimated that the 
amount still in the amber district is worth 
$1,250,000. The vast amounts taken seem in- 
credibl., yet probably since the beginning of 
this century 2,000 tons have been quarried, 
and for the last 3,000 years over 60,v00 tons 
have been taken from the Baltic locality and 
made up into jewelry aud articles of luxury. 
As the amber is taken from the mines it is 
»piaced in baskets and stowed away in vaults 
arranged according to the sizeand quaiity.

AFRICAN IMMIGKANTS. 


Arrival of a Company of Ostriches from 
Cape Town. 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 

The bark Josip, Giuricevich master, ar- 
rived early yesterday morning from Cape 
lown, South Africa. The Captain was seen 
at the office of Mr. S. A. Cosnich, ship brok- 
er, and stated he had ieft Cape fowu VOecto- 
ber 15, aud had had a pleasant voyage. At 
the port above mentioned he had taken on 
as part ol his freight twenty-three ostriches, 
ail of which reached here allve—a remuarka- 
ble circumstance when the usually large mor- 
LALILY AION, tiese birds ona iODg sea Voy- 
age is considered. Lach ostrich was confined 
iu @ separate cage. Mr. E. J. Johnson of 
Maine, ageut of the American Ostrich Com- 
pany, a corporation organized under the laws 
of Maine, wade the voyage from Cape Town. 
Mr. Johnson was interviewed tast night by 
the writer, He sa.d he had gone to South At- 
rica about a year ago for the purpose of pur- 
chasing ostriches for the company. He 
iraveled into the interior some 400 miles 
fron Cape Town, in the Boer country, 
where the ostrich farms exist. Much atten- 
tion is being paid to this industry, and the 
business having mostly fallen into skillful 
bands, is thriving to a greater extent than 
iormerly. Fine birds cost from £250 to £300 
per pair. As many as fifty feathers a vear 
are to be obtained from each bird, and as 
i.ese plumes seil for from $5 to $12 apiece in 
this country it can be seen that there is con- 
siderabie profit in the business. By import- 
ing the birds the duty of 20 per cent on the 
feathers is avoided. The ostrich ves rome- 
times totne age of thirty years, and the 
fewale in her prime lays sometimes as inany

Why a Statue of Liberty When We 
Have Adam? 


Mark Twain-was asked to contribute to 
the album of artists’ sketches and auto- 
graph letters, to be raffled for at the Bar- 
tholdi Pedestal FundArtLoanExhibition,and 
this is his response, whieh accompanied his 
contribution: 

“You know my weakness for Adam and 
you know how I have struggled to get him a 
monument and failed. Now, it seems to me, 
here is my chance. Whatdo we carefor a 
statue of liberty when we've got the thing 
itself in its wildest sublimity? What you 
want of a monument is to keep youin mind 
of something you haven’t got—something 
you’ve lost. Very weil; we haven’t lost 
liberty ; we’ve lost Adam. 

Another thing! What has liberty done for 
us? Nothing in particular that I know otf. 
What have we done for her? Everything. 
We've given her a bome, anda gvod home, 
too. And if she knows anything, she knows 
it’s the first time she ever struck that novei- 
ty.. She knows that when we took her in she 
had been a mere tramp tor 6,000 years, Bibli- 
cai measure. Yes, and we not only ended 
her troubles and made things soft for her 
permanently, but we made her respectable— 
and that she hadn’t ever been before. And 
now, after we’ve poured out these Atlantics 
of benefits upon this aged outcast, lo! and 
behold you, we are asked to come forward 
and set up a monument to her! Go to. Let 
her set up a monument to us if she wants to 
do the ciean thing. 

But suppose your statue represented her 
old, bent, clothed in rags, down-cast, shame- 
faced, with the insuits and humiliation of 
6,000 years, imploring a crust aud an hour’s 
rest for God’s sake at our back door ?—come, 
now you're shouting! That's the aspect of 
her which we need to be reminded of,lest we 
forget it—net this proposed one, wiere she’s 
hearty and well-fed, and holds up her head 
and flourishes her hospitabie schooner of 
tlaine, and appears to be inviting all the rest 
of the tramps tu come over. OU, go to—this 
is the very insulence of prosperity. 

Buton tae other hand—look at Adam. 
What have we dune for Adam? Nothing. 
What has Adam done forus? Everything. 
He gave us life, he gave us death, he gave us 
heaven, he gave us hell. These are inesti- 
mabie privileges, and remember, not one of 
ihem should we have had without Adam. 
Well, then, he ought to havea mvonuuient, 
for Evolution is steadily and surely abolish- 
ing him; and we must get up a monument, 
and be quick about it, or our children’s chil- 
dren will grow up ignorant that there ever 
was an Adain. Witih trifling alterativns, this 
present statue will answer very well for Ad- 
aim. You can turn that bianket into an uister 
without any trouble, part the hairvun one 
side, or conceal the sex of his head witha 
fire heimet, and at once he’s a man; puta 
barp and awaieaud apaim brauch in the 
left hand to symbolize a part of what Adam 
did for us, and leave the fire-basket just 
where it is, to symbolize the rest.

The Missing Messina Quail.

In 1880 500 Messiua quail were planted in 
this vicinity. They were purchased by a 
gentleman interested in sporting, and at an 
expense of forty-two centsa bird. Add tothis 
the cost of planting them and you will see it 
was quite expensive. Lhe birds were placed 
in fields in the vicinity. Afew days after 
one fluck had been putintoa field a party 
went out with dogs to ascertain where the 
birds were, but not one couid be found, aud 
so tar not one has been seen to this day. 
Peopie in the coubtry have reported that 
they have been there, but itis not likeiy that 
they could tella Messina quail if they saw 
one. From ail reports the quail hatched one 
brood of young here. Some of them were 
killed by mowing machines, and were found 
in the hay. The mower was an infernal 
machine which was destruction to the im- 
ported quail. Itis thought by some that 
these birds have returned to this part of the 
State, but have not been seen by sportsinen. 
The more sauguiue seem to think they will 
yét be one of our game birds. It is to be 
hoped this may prove to be true, but thus 
far the eXperiment of introducing quail 
would seem to be a failure.

TIPPLING POLICE. 


How Dr, Lutz Tells Them to Take 
a Drink, 


While the lron-Clad Rule of the Police Man- 
ual Says They Shali Not Enter a Saloon— 
A Difference Between the V.ce-President 
and His Colleagues. 


On Wednesday afternoon the Post-DIsPATCH 
pnblished an interview with the Mayor, in which 
be at some iength commented upon the demorall- 
zation of the Police Force, and said they could be 


found drinking in saloons, smoking on the streets 
and lounging about the corners. At the meeting 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, hela yes- 
serdley, Mr. Woodward offered the following reso- 
uliou: 

**Whereas, A certain newspaper, on December 
12, 1883, did pubiisia purported interview with 
his Honor the Mayor, in Which the Mayor is said 
to have made statements reflecting upon the effi- 
clency, honor and integrity of the Police Force of 
Luis Cilt¥; and, 

“Whereas, A majority of this Board. believing 
said statements to be false and without founda- 
tion, in fact. and an unjust refiection upow ibe 
whole foree; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, By this Board that a copy of said pub- 
lication be forwarded by the Secretary to ibe 
Chief of Police, with instructions that he require 
the captains of each district to make a therough 
luvestizgation of all the matters set forth in said 
interview, each Caplain to report in writing to 
this Board at its next meeting, as to existing facts 
in their respective districts.” 

A warm discussion Was Immediately entered 
into. Gen. Gooding said that he believed the

altogether tov much. Bute it was only natural 
that they should when the vice-presidebt of the 
Board had publicly toid them that he did not ob- 
ject to their Grinking. Dr. Lutz replied that he 
did not Ovject to a policeman taking a drink new 
and then, Out an intoxicaied policeman should be 
discharged from the ferce. Mayor Ewing said 
that be would speak of this matter at tie 
right time and place. The resolu- 
lution was adopted. The frank admissivu 
of Dr. Luiz, that he had told the men that ve did 
nut objeet to their wetting their whistles at inter- 
vals, is im utter Gefiance and disregara of the 
rules of the Pulice Department, and has ocea- 
sioned much commenti, Doth in and out of police 
cireles, to-day. There are two rules applying to 
intoxication, 

ONE OF WHICH IS IRON-CLAD 
and is as fuilows: 

Rule 113. “Nomempber of the department, while 
on auty or in Uniform, shail drink any kind of 
liquor or (except in the immediate periorm- 
ance of his duty) enter any piace in 
which any kind of intoxicating 
driuk may be svla or furnished, noi 
shall he have any police accoutremeut or portion 
ol bisuniiormin any piace where iutoxicatiue 
drinks are sold or furnished * * *® wor shal 
suwkiug be allowed alany time on the street oy 
auy vilicer or patrulinan of the force while in uni- 
torm.”’ 

Ruie¢ 156, reads: “Any police officer found in a 
Stute Of Intoxication, wuether on uuiy Ornet * * 
siall be Suuject to disinigsal, or such Owwer pun- 
ishinent as the Board may airec..”’ 

The rules are very clear, 
is notorious that they are daily 
vlated by tully half of the force. 

THE EVIL 

is not confined to any one section of the city, but 
ramifies throughout the six districts. A few days 
since, a patroiman who was once at the head of 
the force, WAS Ol a Street Car su drunk that he 
was actually offensive. On pay-days' every 
saloon in the neiguberhood of the police station, 
are Lhe scenes of impromptu syimmpvusiums.

I found that the custom was ior sergeauts 
and captains to bring men Defore the Bvuard 
lor drinking, aud that penalties of varying severi- 
ly were assessed, accoi ding (0 tiie gravity of the 
ofiense. 1 did not think that the proper way to 
deai with the subject, and I do not now. Ifa 
man gets drunk he should be dismissed the force. 
1 do not believe in hail-way measures. I there- 
fore offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted witbout dissent: 

* Resolved, That the Chief of Police be instructed 
to notify the captains that this Board wanis the 
s,ecial atteution of officers called to rule 156, 
for the overnment of the police, 
and that this Board will punish by 
dismissal gevery officer who is found guiity of 
beg intoxicated.” 

“Now, you see that resoluation amended 
rule 156, so that drunkenness was fol- 
lowed by dismissal only, and not by a little fine or 
suspension. Some members of the Board said 
that the new rule would work very hard upon tue 
men. I then made the statement that 1 did.-not 
object to a policeman taking an occasional drink, 
but I was and am opposed to their getting drunk. 
Ii was suggested that the Board held the same 
view, au was requested at the next pay- 
day to explain how the _ Board stood 
on this question, I did so, and ip afew words at 
each station 1 said that the Buard intended to 
sto) drunkenness on the force, but it did not pro- 
pose to treat officers as though they were school 

vys. Thingsrap on very smoothly under this 
order, and there were fewer cases of drunkenness 
before the Board than for some time previous. 
In such cases as were brought up, I voted for 
dismissal. I never objected to an officer smoking. 
Abouttwo mous agothe questivn of officers 
smoking and entering saloons was brought up in 
the Board and very fuily discussed, and aithough 
Lobjecied, the Buard rescinued the February 
resoiution, and on motion of Gen. Govuding the 
Chief and the captains were ordered to enforee 
the rules against both practices. That new order 
is now in force.”

Its Convention toan End. 


The Work Done Yesterday—The Union As- 
sociation—Sporting Sundries—Notes and 
Gossip.

CINCINNATI, December 13.—The second day’s 
session of the American Association was more 
important in many respects than was the first, and 
a more decided interest was taken in mucb of the 
work ddne.

and he read the saine. A leugthy communication 
from Mr. Millis of the League was alsv read, in 
which be justificd the step without qgalification. 
So Tolevo bas assured her pvusition in the Ameri- 
cun Association. 

Considerable discussion was indulged inin re- 
gard to the Richmond and Omaha clubs, who were 
represented in the lobby by Messrs. Seddons and 
Moses and C. M. Lord respeéeiively.
